“THE LIBRARY OF A CITY HOUSE”

Our Government having decided to build an embassy in one 
of the important capitals of Europe has acquired a building

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site 200 feet by 600 feet on a corner bounded on two sides 
by wide boulevards. It is expected that the general design 
of the building will conform to the architecture of the country 
in which the embassy is to be built. . 

Such an embassy not only will comprise a residence for the 
ambassador, but must have a porter’s lodge, a garage and also 
the chancery, which should be housed in an adjoining building 
that may, or may not, partially connect with the residence. 
The entire plan should be carefully thought out to produce an 
attractive and dignified group with an entrance drive or court, 
terraces, gardens, etc. 

The embassy must contain a large entrance foyer with ad- 
joining coat rooms, etc. A grand staircase, a ballroom, two 
salons, a library, a state dining, room, a small salon and dining 
room for the intimate use of the ambassador and adequate 
service. 

On the upper floors will be the usual bedrooms and servants’ 
rooms. As the ambassador is expected to entertain on a lavish 
scale adequate circulation must be possible between the prin- 
cipal rooms. 

It should be remembered that the function of a chancery is to 
transact business as being independent from the residence and 
should include a sufficiently important entrance from the street. 
Coat rooms and a reception room, a large business office with 
adjoining vault and stenographer’s room, mailing room, coding 
rooms, a library for the archives, eight offices for the secretaries 
and attachés, a suite of two or three offices for the use of a 
special mission, and-for the ambassador, a reception room and 
his private office with a connecting smaller office for his per- 
sonal secretary.

CLASS “A & B’ ARCHAEOLOGY II PROJET 
“A MAYAN TEMPLE” 


The ancient Mayas occupied that portion of Central America, 
now known as Guatemala and Honduras, from the beginning 
of the Christian era to the Seventh Century. How much 
farther back their civilization goes we do not know, but during 
those early centuries they erected the great cities of Copan, 
Tikal, Quirigue and many others. 

These cities, with their broad plazas and civic centers, were 
embellished by a highly developed architecture in brilliant colors 
even rivalling the splendor of ancient Rome itself. The build- 
ings are temples, structures of a religious nature and palaces 
of the rulers. 

The temples were built on pyramids which were of two gen- 
eral types, those made of many small steps and those of nine 
great steps, nine being a sacred number with the Mayas. Each 
pyramid had one or four grand staircases. Those with four 
were sacrificial pyramids. The temples, usually from thirty to 
forty feet square, contained two chambers one back of the other, 
with an outer doorway only in the first. The second chamber 
received its light and air only through a doorway from the first. 
There were no windows. A unique feature of the design was 
the roof comb. This was the extension above the roof of the 
walls separating the two chambers which was pierced with many 
openings and richly ornamented with carving and sculpture. 

These great pyramids with their surmounting temples prob- 
ably served as gigantic altars, and religious ceremonies were 
performed upon the grand staircases, or before the temple doors 
in full view of the vast throngs of worshippers in the broad 
plazas far below. It is said that the innumerable apertures of 
the roof combs were filled at night with lighted tapers. Mayan 
architecture, although usually of limestone, was always brilliantly 
painted. : 

This problem is to design such a temple surmounting a pyra- 
mid. The temple itself is not to exceed 40 feet in any dimen- 
sion. The height and arrangement of the pyramid is left to the 
competitor.
